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Taqleed - Its Definition 

Linguistically, Taqleedmeans: Placing something 
around the neck, which encircles the neck. 
Technically it means: Following he whose sayings 
is not a hujjah(proof). Excluded from our saying, 
"Following he whose saying is not a proof." is: 
following the Prophet sallallahu 'alayhi wa sallam, 
following the ijma'and also following the saying of 
the Sahabi- for those who consider the saying of a 
single Sahabito be a proof. So following any of 
these is not called Taqleed, since there is a proof 
for doing so. However this type of following is 
sometimes referred to as Taqleed in a very 
metaphorical and loose sense. 

The Place Of Taqleed: Taqleedis done in two 
cases: Firstly: when the muqallidis an 'ami(a 
common person) who does not have the ability to 
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acquire knowledge of the Shari'ahruling by 
himself. So Taqleedis obligatory upon him, due to 
the saying of Allaah - The Most High, "Ask the 
people of knowledge if you do not know." So he 
does Taqleed of one whom he considers to be a 
person of knowledge and piety. If there are two 
such people who are equal in his view, then he 
chooses any one of them. 

Secondly: The mujtahidwhen he encounters a new 
situation, for which an immediate solution is 
required, but it is not possible for him to research 
into this matter. So in this case he is permitted to 
perform Taqleed. [Shaykh Muhammad Ibn Saalih

The scholars have differed 
about such a state. So some amongst the 
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latecomers have reported that this is obligatory 
upon him, dueto his inability to perform ijtihad. 
Others report it as being forbidden for him, dueto 
its being a case of necessitating unrestricted 
following of other than the Prophet sallallahu 
'alayhi wa sallam.

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The following points are made on the basis of this 
verse: 

Allaah commands them to pray in congregation, 
then He repeats this command a second time with 
regard to the second party or group, as He says, 
"and let the other party come up which have not 
yet prayed, and let them pray with you". This 
indicates that prayer in congregation is an 
obligation for all individuals, because Allaah did 
not absolve the second group of this obligation as 
a result of the first group praying in congregation. 
If prayer in congregation was Sunnah, it would be 
more appropriate for people to be excused from it 
at times of fear [the situation referred to in this 
verse], and if it were fard kifaayah (a communal 
obligation), it would be discharged by the actions 
of the first group. So this verse shows that it is an 
individual obligation, and demonstrates that in 
three ways: it is enjoined at the beginning, then it 
is enjoined a second time, and there is no 
concession allowing them not to do it at times of 
fear. 
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From the words of Ibn al-Qayyim in Kitaab al- 
Salaah. 



In al-Saheehayn (the following version was 
narrated by al-Bukhaari) it is narrated from Abu 
Hurayrah that the Messenger of Allaah (peace 
and blessings of Allaah be upon him) said: "By the 
One in Whose hand is my soul, I had thought of 
ordering that wood be gathered, then I would 
command the call to prayer to be given, and I 
would appoint a man to lead the people in prayer, 
then I would go to men [who do not attend the 
congregational prayer] and burn their houses 
down around them. By the One in Whose hand is 
my soul, if anyone of you had known that he 
would receive a bone covered with meat or two 
(small) pieces of meat in a sheep's foot, he would 
come for f Isha f prayer." Al-Bukhaari, 7224; 
Muslim, 651. 

It is obligatory for the Muslim to pray in the 
mosque in congregation, as it says in the hadeeth 
of Ibn Umm Maktoom - who was a blind man. He 
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said, "O Messenger of Allaah, I do not have a 
guide to lead me to the mosque," and he asked the 
Messenger of Allaah (peace and blessings of 
Allaah be upon him) to grant him a concession 
allowing him to pray in his house, and he allowed 
him that, but when he turned away he called him 
back and asked, "Can you hear the call to 
prayer?" He said, "Yes." He said, "Then answer 
it." Narrated by Muslim in his Saheeh, 635. 

And it was narrated that the Prophet (peace and 
blessings of Allaah be upon him) said: "Whoever 
hears the call to prayer and does not come, there 
is no prayer for him [i.e., his prayer is not valid], 
unless he has an excuse." Narrated by Ibn 
Maajah, al-Daaraqutni, Ibn Hibbaan and al- 
Haakim with a saheeh isnaad. It was said to Ibn 
'Abbaas, what is an excuse? He said, Fear or 
sickness. 

In Saheeh Muslim (654) it is narrated that Ibn 
Mas'ood said: "At the time of the Messenger of 
Allaah (peace and blessings of Allaah be upon 
him) we used to think that no one failed to attend 
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the prayer in congregation but a hypocrite or one 
who was sick." 

Abdullah Bin Mas'ood said: who ever would be 
pleased to meet Allah as a Muslim, then let him 
take care of those salat which are called to because 
they are of the ways of huda (guidance), and Allah 
has given to your Prophet the ways of huda. And 
if you were to establish salat in your homes, like 
that person staying behind in his home, you would 
be abandoning the sunnah of your Prophet, and if 
you were to abandon the sunnah of your prophet 
you would surely go astray. And there is not a 
man amongst you that purifies himself 
(yatatahhar), and does so properly, then directs 
himself to one of these mosques except that Allah 
will write for him with each step he takes a 
hasanah (merit), and raises him a grade, and 
drops from him a sayyi'ah (demerit). And I have 
seen us, where not one of us would stay behind 
from prayer in congregation except for a 
hypocrite whose hypocrisy is known. And one that 
could not come on his own would be carried 
between two men until he is stood in the row. 
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In another narration he said, "the Messenger of 
Allah taught us the ways of huda, and amongst the 
ways of huda is salat in the Mosque in which 
Athan is called". Narrated by Muslim. 

Ibn Mas'ood said, "and I have seen us, where not 
one of us would stay behind except for a hypocrite 
whose hypocrisy was known." (5th evidence) Ibn 
Mas'ood, Abu Musa Al-Ash'ary, Ali, Abu 
Huraira, Ayesha, and Ibn Abbas have stated, 
"Whoever hears the call to salat and does not 
answer, there is no salat for him unless he has a 
valid excuse." (3rd evidence) 



Ibn Al-Qayyim said after he presented the 
statements of the companions: "These are 
statements of the companions as you find them, 
authentic and well known, and there is not one 
known statement from any of the companions 
which contradicts this. Each of these pieces of 
evidence is enough all by itself, so how about when 
they all enforce one another. Verily in Allah is our 



success." 
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5P^W ^T^®t§ "Zuhud" is an Arabic word and a 
vital concept in Islam. The English meaning is 
asceticism which means renouncing worldly 
pleasures in order to gain nearness to Allah. 

How the Salaf described Zuhud og Ali ibn Abi 
Talib (ra) said "Asceticism is not that you should 
not own anything, but that nothing should own 
you." 

Ibn Taymiyyah said Zuhud is to leave alone things 
which not benefit you in the next life. He also said 
'Az-Zuhd entails abandoning what does not bring 
about benefit in the Hereafter. Al-Wara' 
(abandoning a part of the permissible for fear of 
falling into the impermissible) entails abandoning 
what you fear its consequences in the Hereafter.'" 

Then, ibn Al-Qayyim commented,"This statement 
is one of the best and most comprehensive 
definitions of Az-Zuhd and Al-Wara'." In 
addition, Sufyan Ath-Thawry said,"Az-Zuhd in 
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this Dunya entails having a short hope (or 
avoiding having hopes that one will live long), not 
by wearing the thick clothes or wearing the 
garment (as some people who observe fake Zuhd 
think is a part of Az-Zuhd)." 

Ibn Taymiyyah also said Ikhlaas cannot be 
achieved except after having Zuhud, and there is 
no Zuhud except after having Taqwa, and Taqwa 
is following the commands of Allaah and His 
Messenger) and keeping away from prohibitions. 
(Ibn Taymeeyah - 'al-Fatawa' 1/94)

And 
luxury has its effects that are noticed sooner or 
later, such as hardness of the heart, arrogance, 
running after the Worldly matters and loving 
them, and hating death. This all leads to sitting 
back from Jihad; rather, it leads to abandoning 
the truth; rather, it leads to leading others to 
abandon it as well! And luxury and relaxation in 
this World is not mentioned in the Qur'dn except 
in a negative manner: "And We did not send a 
warner to a township except those who were given 
worldly wealth and luxuries among them said: 
"We believe not in the Message with which you 
have been sent. " Saba'; 34 

"And similarly, We sent not a warner before you 
to any town but the luxurious ones among them 
said: "We found our fathers following a certain 
way and religion, and we will indeed follow their

We complained to the Messenger of Allah (about 
our state) while he was leaning against his sheet 
cloak in the shade of the Ka'ba.

That is with regards the nature of the 7/7)dd, but 
with regards its fruits, effects and results then it is 
also divided into two type: that performed for the 
sake of inflicting injury upon the enemy (qital al- 
nikayah) and that performed for the sake of 
consolidating oneself in the land (qital al-tamkm). 
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Any fighting done for the sake of inflicting injury 
upon the enemies of Allah is a righteous, legislated 
act, even if it brings about nothing more than 
inflicting this injury, angering the enemy, causing 
them harm, terrorizing them, repelling their harm 
from the Muslims, rescuing the weak and 
oppressed from them, or freeing captives, and even 
if it does not directly lead to consolidating the 
Muslims in the land. Furthermore, those who 
undertake the fighting are - if Allah wills - to be 
considered among the good-doers, whether the 
defeated losers like it or not.?? 

However, there is another type of fighting which it 
is obligatory for the Muslims to concentrate their 
efforts and direct their energies upon - it is the 
fighting of consolidation or liberation (al-tahnr) as 
used in today's terminology. The Muslims today are 
in dire need of this type of fighting - it does bring 
about a level of injury to the enemy, but the fruit it 
bears are not restricted to this, or to rescuing some 
weak and oppressed, as was the case with the first 
type. Rather, one of its most important fruits is that 
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it consolidates the Muslims on the earth, and it is 
well-known that one of the greatest tragedies of 
the Muslims today is that they do not have an 
Islamic State that establishes their religion on the 
earth and in which they can seek refuge and 
shelter. 

Until when will they plan to do nothing more than 
fight for the sake of injuring the enemy and seeking 
martyrdom? What shame or what obstacle 
prevents them from making plans for consolidation 
and striving to achieve it. in addition to inflicting 
injury and wishing for martyrdom?

Abu Musa Al-Ash ari reported: I asked the 
Messenger of Allah fy&: "Who are the most 
excellent among the Muslims?" He said, "One from 
whose tongue and hands the other Muslims are 
secure." [Sahih Bukhari and Muslim] 

'Abdullah ibn Masud [ra] said: When the words "It 
is those who believe and confuse not their Belief 
with Zulm [wrong]..." were revealed, the 
companions of the Messenger of Allah fyi& were 
distressed and asked, "Who among us has not 
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wronged himself?" The Messenger of Allah fy& 
said: "It is not as you think; rather it is shirk. Have 
you not heard what Luqman said to his son when 
exhorting him: 'O my son! Join not in worship 
others with Allah. Verily, joining others in worship 
with Allah is a great Zulm [wrong] indeed' [Qur'an, 
31:13]?" [Bukhariand Muslim] 



Imam An-Nawawi said: "This hadith contains a 
wealth of knowledge, such as the fact that sins, 
even if major, do not constitute kufr." [Sharh Sahih 
Muslim] 

Imam Al-Bukhari is known to have held this belief 
as he said in Kitabul' Iman in his Sahih, "Sins are the 
matter of ignorance [jahiliyyah], but the sinner who 
commits them does not become an unbeliever 
[kafir] except in the case of shirk, because the 
Prophet Xi& said "You are a man in whom there is 
some jahiliyyah" and Allah says: "Verily, Allah 
forgives not that partners should be set up with 
Him [in worship], but He forgives except that 
[anything else] to whom He wills." [Qur'an, 4:48] 
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
